The Summer Reading Program this year was “Dream Big...Read!” The program began with a visit from 

incredible storyteller, Simon Brooks. We received a grant from the New Hampshire State Library’s Kids, 
Books and the Arts program to pay a large part of Brook’s fee. We lost the “coveted” ice cream sundae 
cup to Sullivan this year in our 14 annual Summer Reading Challenge. Our summer program culminat- 
ed with an ice cream sundae party. We were delighted again this year to offer family fun with the East- 
er Egg Hunt, the Scarecrow Making Contest and the Holiday Ornament Making Party. 


The Citizen of the Year Award was presented to Gary Ballou at our New Sign Dedication Ceremony. 
Congratulations to Gary. 


We added 299 books to the library and removed 279 giving us a collection of 10,428. Our patron file 
contains 327 adults and 102 children for a total of 429 registered borrowers. There were 1042 visits to 
the library, 1608 materials were checked out and we borrowed 167 books from other libraries. Patrons 
downloaded 83 audio and 94 eBooks from the state this past year.

To the Residents of the Town of Gilsum, NH 


The year, 2012, continued the trend of increases in the requests for assistance over the prior year. The 
calls resulted in approximately 350 manhours being expended by the members of the Department. The 
members of the Department spent additional hours in training, meetings and various projects that the 
Department is working on. A three year comparison follows: 


2012 2011 2010 
FIRE 17 17 11 
RESCUE 64 50 35 
MUTUAL AID 3 8 | 9 
MVA'S 6 4 7 
TOTAL 90 79 62 


The members of the Department would like to thank the taxpayers of the Town of Gilsum for the 
purchase of our new tanker. We took delivery of the new tanker, 12 Tanker 2, 16 years to the day after 
we took delivery of 12 Engine 2. The new truck came equipped with a 2000 gallon tank, 1000 GPM pump, 
Foam Proportioning System, 20 foot extension ladder and a 12 foot roof ladder and 3 -10 foot lengths of 6" 
suction. The Department was able to transfer 1 1/2", 3" hose and 3-10 foot lengths of 2 1/2" suction hose 
along with various fittings and adapters from the engine that was retired, 12 Engine 1, to the new tanker. 
Again, we thank the taxpayers of the Town of Gilsum for their continues support of the Fire Department. 


The Department continues to see it members take advantage of training as it becomes available. One 
member has completed the requirements to be a Nationally Registered Emergency Medical Technician, 
another has completed the requirements to be a Nationally Registered Emergency Medical Responder. The 
Department has two members that are enrolled in a FireFighter 1 class that is being held in Alstead and 
two members will be attending an Emergency Medical Technician Course in 2013. 


One of the biggest problems that the Department, and the Town, faces is the availability of water for use in 
fighting fires. The Frog Pond has the ability to hold a substantial amount of water, but it also tends to fill 
up with sand and require periodic cleaning to maintain its depth and capacity. To help with this problem the 
Department has requested that the Selectmen include in the budget the establishment of an Expendable 
Trust Account to be used for the periodic cleaning of the pond. The Trust Account will insure that the funds 
are available when needed. The Department is in the process of exploring various locations along the river 
for the installation of dry hydrants. The members would like to thank the resident of the Town who donated 
three Jenghts of well casing to complete the installation of a hydrant at the Boy Scout area. We hope to have 
this hydrant completed in the summer of 2013. We are also looking at a couple of locations north of the 
village for the installation of hydrants at a future date. 


if you have any questions about your Fire Department, please feel free to stop at the station on our 
meeting nights which are the first and second Wednesdays of the month or most Sunday mornings.

Che volunteer Ashuelot River water quality monitoring program continued for its twelfth season, in conjunction with the DES 
Volunteer River Assessment Program (VRAP). We sampled twelve sites along the River’s 64-mile length, as well as three sites 
along the South Branch in Swanzey, for temperature, pH, total phosphorus, dissolved oxygen, turbidity, chloride, and 
conductivity. The costs of testing equipment and lab analyses were covered by contributions from Conservation Commissions 
along the River, Trout Unlimited, and DES. ARLAC members, working with community volunteers, participated in a spring 
training session, leading into a five-month effort of monthly sampling May through September. E. coli samples were obtained 
June through September. River water quality improvement is noted by a continuing decline in total phosphorus, but E. Coli 
data continue to be inconclusive, The pH readings were slightly higher (less acidic) this year, but conductivity was generally 
school students joined us for a day of monitoring, and ARLAC gave a presentation on our water quality monitoring program to 
the Surry Village Charter School. We also presented to the joint committee of the Keene Planning Board and the Municipal 
Services, Facilities and Infrastructure Committee on the effects of development in Keene on the Ashuelot River water quality. 


A mandated task, ARLAC reviews and comments on state permit applications within the River corridor that have potential 
impacts on the River. This year, ARLAC submitted comments on eighteen projects proposed in Washington, Marlow, Keene, 
Swanzey, and Winchester. We are also collaborating with the Connecticut River Watershed Council and other stakeholders in 
reviewing plans for the relicensing of the Bellows Falls, Vernon and Turners Falls dams. 


Two ongoing projects are the restoration or removal of the West Street Dam in Keene and the Ashuelot River Stream Crossing 
Improvement Project (ARSCIP). ARLAC continues to support dam removal based on the environmental benefits 
demonstrated in other dam removal projects in the Ashuelot and other rivers. We also support the efforts of the Keene 
Conservation Commission to research the possible effects of dam removal on upstream wetlands and the dwarf wedgemussel. 
ARSCIP is spearheaded by Trout Unlimited, in collaboration with a number of other stakeholders. The anticipated removal of 
three severe barriers to fish passage in streams throughout the Ashuelot watershed did not occur in 2012, superceded by 
restoration work needed after storm Irene. It is hoped that funding will be found to re-instate this project in 2013. 


ARLAC hosted presentations on a possible demonstration hydropower project located at the West St. Dam, an upcoming 
photographic essay of the River, and SWRPC’s project assessing the capability of road-stream crossings to withstand flooding. 
We attended a state-wide meeting of LAC’s and continue to work with Keene State College (KSC) students on River projects. 


River cleanup took place on October 5" and 6” in conjunction with KSC Community Service Day. More than 300 volunteers 
participated, removing more than 2,500 pounds of trash and 23 shopping carts from the Ashuelot & Branch Rivers in Keene 
and Swanzey, and Beaver Brook in Keene. 


ARLAC lost one of our members with the passing of Dan Carr in June. We will miss his insights, good humor and dedication. 
ARLAC meets monthly in the evening of the third Tuesday in Keene. The Local Advisory Committee invites citizens and 
town officials to contact their local ARLAC representatives with any concerns or input.
